ST. LOUIS (Mo.,) March 1—Kirby L.

Two ire Killed 
and 


In the en Railroad 


Filled with Re- 
ms Who Were Re-

CITY OF MBXECO, (Via Galveston.) 
March 1.—It is ne known that 200 people 
were killed and in the terrible 
wreck om the Tntermoceanic Railway yester- 


vet to say how many 
of this number dead, as the wreck 
has not yet all been cleared away and re- 
ports are conflicting. It is feared, however, 
that over 100 are dead. The train was en 
excursion carrying nearly 1200 passen- 

gers, returning from the pilgrimage an- 
nually made to Sacred Monte shrine. 
Near Pedri Blancha there is a sharp curve 
and at this point, from some reason as 
yet not definitely learned, five coaches 
jumped the track ud went down the side 
of the mountaig. Three of them were 
smashed completely | into kindling wood. 
As soon as word Was received in this 
city a relief trait Was sent out with a 
wrecking force aboard and the work of, 
rescuing the wounded and taking out the 


dead was begun amd has been progressing 


ever since. As fast u posible the wounded 
were brought to ifs city, President Diag 
having ordered d military and hospital 
wards to care for i the survivors. 

A gem’ arme ‘who returned from the 
scene says he % fourteen dead bodies 
taken from one ie The bodies were 
mangled in the wet shocking manner, 
some of them te in fragments, and 
limbs, heads and bodies were mixed up in 
such a manner ad to make identification 
almost impossible. The scene about the 
‘wreck wea. most 
* tor mis- 
sing members of their families; and women 
and children who had lost husbands and 
fathers, Were crying and moaning in a 
heart-rending manner. 

Further details from the scene are ex- 
pected later this evening but the telegraph 
‘service is unsatisfactory. | 
This is the most serious wreck in Mex- 
ico since 1891, when a trainload of soldiers 
went through. a bridge, 400 of them being 
killed. 

The most careful inquiry in this section 
of the railroad people indicate there were 
no Americans on the train, the passengers, 
so far as learned, being natives. The train 
crew are not Americans and in accordance 
with the Mexican custom all who were not 
killed will be arrested, the Mexican law 
placing the responsibility on trainmen for 
such affairs and are stringent. 

FIRST NEWS OF THE DISASTER. 

ST. LOUIS, March 1—A dispatch from 
this City of Mexico says the first news of 
the railroad disaster yesterday was re- 
ceived by Dr. Alfred Bray, American phy- 
sicilan of Mexico, asking him to come to 
Ayetta to care for the wounded. The train 
was a special of ten passenger coaches 
filled with religious pilgrims which beft 
the city yesterday morning for Shrine of 
‘Sacramonte in Amecameca. On the return 
trip it was derailed near Ayotta. The en- 
gineer, an American, was killed. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

CITY OF MEXICO, March 1.—One of 
the most frightful accidents in the history 
of Mexican railways, resulting in the 
death of 104 people and serious if not 
fatal injury of a hundred more, occurred 
about twenty-five miles from * eity 
on the Interoceanic Railroad. 

A few days ago there was a 8 

to the Catholic shrine at Sacre Monte. Yes- 
terday a iong train was returning from 
the place of pilgrimage. It went well un- 
til it reached a point on the line about 
midway between Timantla and Tenango. 
On this part of the road there is a steep 
incline, the line at one place having a

sharp curvo where it runs close to the 


edge of a high precipice. This is one 
of the most dangerous places on the road 
and was rendered more so by the fact that 
the track here was not in the best condi- 
tion. 

As the train began to round the incline 
passengers were laughing and joking and 
looking out of the windows at the rap- 
idly-passing scenery. Soon the speed of 
the train began to increase and it was soor 
running at a frightful rate. The passen- 
gers ceased their joking and looked at 
each other with a strange fear depicted 
on their faces. Steadily the momentum 
of the train, which was now swaying and 
bounding fearfully, increased, and soon 
the dangerous high curve was struck. As 
the pilot-wheels of the the engine tock 
the curve the locomotive swayed outward 
and then back. As the drivers went on 
the curve the engine again swayed heavily 


it 
and broke the coupling connecting 
the coaches behind it. Three coaches 
the rails a.d passed safely around 
distance they were stopped by the hand 
brakes. When the engine and three coaches 
fell to the bottom of the ravine there 
was a fearful crash and mingled with it 
the shrieks of the affrighted pas- 
sengers which could be heard above the

majority of the occupants were lying be- 
neath the debris. 

One hundred and four dead and eighty- 
five wounded were taken out of the de- 
bris. The injured who could stand to be 
moved were brought to the City of Mex- 
ico on the special train and taken to the 
Military Hospital, which was thrown open 
to the sufferers by order of President 
Diaz. 

Many of the dead will never be identi- 
fied, some of them being so horribly man- 
gled that it is almost impossible to rec- 
ognize the remains as those of human 
beings. 

So far as can be learned the accident 
was due to the negligence of the engi- 
neer. It is stated that when the train 
entered upon the incline he made no at- 


tempt to check the speed. e train 
eculd have been checked by the air-

. GOLD MINING.

- Who has not at some time in his life 


fabulous richness? Few there are who 
ever come nearer to it than idle dreams, 


and still fewer ever @iscover even a mod- 


erately productive mine. 

In fact, I have found by experience, 
and from the experience of others, that 
the rich discoveries, Where the prospector 
chips off a piece of travel-worn ledge and 
finds it alive with the glittering metal, 
are principally located by hearsay. Fur- 
thermore, I have learned that old miners 
look with distrust upon ledges which are 
exceedingly rich upon the surface. They 
are liable to grow poor“ as 
down, and oftentigies they “pinch out“ or 
run inte barren quarts. It takes extra- 
ordinarily rich ore te mill $100 per ton, 
and free-milling gold will 
$500 per ton appears ose unve 
in the art to be more than half gold, 
which would bring its value up to $250,- 
000 or more per ton. This accounts for 
the miany reports Concerning newly- 
discovered mines, ama ome can nearly 
always come near to truth by divid- 
ing the per ton by 
twenty. 

Assays are practically worthless for de- 
termining the milling value of ore. To 
get as accurate a vale of the ore as 
posible 500 or 1000 pounds of ore are 
taken from the ore on the dump, a shovel- 
ful here and there, t@ average it; then 
it is crushed and thoroughly mixed, then 
sampled again, taking About fifty pounds 
of the crushed ore, which is again 
crushed until it is as fine as corn-meal; 
it is then sampled again, taking about 
five pounds of the gangue, Which is placed 
upon a sampling cloth and thoroughly 
mixed by grasping alternately the diag- 
onally opposite corners and rolling the 
gangue from side to side of the cloth, 
finally heaping it into a conical pile; 
then this pile is quartered; three quarters 
are placed aside for future assays, and 
one-quarter is again crushed in a mor- 
tar or sampling mill until it is as fine 
as flour. It is them carefully sifted. 
placed upon a small sampling cloth and 
again mixed, after which it is spread out 
in a layer about one-quarter of an inch 
thick. From this the assayer takes one- 
half ounce, dipping by means of a small 
spatula equal amounts from different 
parts of the pulp. To insure accuracy 
eight or ten assays should be made from 
the same pulp and an average struck. 

Even with all care, the assay value 
may run away the mill value of the 
ore, and in one case which came under my 
personal notice last year, the assay from 
a carefully-selected sample went $125 
per ton, but when the ore was milled it 
only returned a little over $16. In an- 
other cage in which, when the ore was 
prospec in a born Spoon, a string of 
gold over an inch long indicated a value 
of $100 or more per ton, the returns were 
only a trifle over $9. From our own mine, 
ore which had not heen assayed, but which 
was ‘variously estimated, by miners and 
mill men at from $100 to $500 per ton, we 
obtained $18.90 per ton when run through 
the mill. 

Ordinarily, gold-mines are discovered by 
continuous ‘and persistent work, and not 
by some chance blow struck upon the sur- 
‘face. The best leages do not always crop 
out or even prove rich on the surface. A 
ledge which only assays a few dollars on 
the surface may assay in the hundreds 
fifty feet below, and vice versa. 

A prospector having made his location on 
some ledge which looks favorable, pro- 
ceeds to prospect his . This is some- 
times done by sinking a t on the ledge, 
following its curves and dips into the bow- 
“els of the earth, or if the situation is 
favorable, by running @ tunnel into the 
hill to cut the ledge at a depth the 
surface. With many pectors the tun- 
nel is resorted to whenever it can be 
done, for the reason that one man can 
work to advantage therein. While a shaft 
ts considered best by the majority, two 
men are necessary to make satisfactory 
progress, one at the bottom to load the 
buckets, and one at the top to man the 
windlass and empty tthe buckets over the 


dump. 

When the prospector has decided to sink 
a shaft. he determines on the best loca- 
tion, being guided largely in his selection 
by the facilities for making a good 
“dump.” The spot selected is always as 
near the brink of a steep declivity as pos- 
sible, in order to allow the waste material 
to be easily disposed of. One unlearned in 
mining nearly always hunts for the lowest 
spot on the.ledge and there sinks his 
shaft, only to soon find he must crib up 
around the top of his shaft.to keep the 
waste from rolling back into it. Of course 
his shaft deepens quite rapidly, being ex- 
tended in both directions, but the next 
shaft he sinks will probably be at the 
— extreme, on the highest point he can 

Having selected his spot, the prospector 
with pick and shovel removes all the 
loose rock and soil from the surface un- 
til he reaches the solid rock. Ordinarily 
this fs only a short distance, two or three 
feet. Having struck the rock, he gets his 
drilis and hammer and puts down a hole 
or two to blow out the corners. The first 
shots are light, to avoid shaking the sur- 
face dirt too much, but as depth is at- 
tained and the rock grows solid, heavier 
blasts are put in. A windlass is not 
“rigged”’ until the shaft is from eight to 
ten feet deep, the miner throwing the 
rocks and dirt out with a short-handled 
shovel. 7 

The drills are octagonal bars of three- 
quarter-inch steel, and are ordinarily used 
in sets comprising a one, a two and a 
three-foot drill. The short drill or “starter 
has a wide bit, cutting a hole about one 
and one-eighth inch in diameter; the sec- 
ond drill has a bit not uite so wide, 
about one inch, and the last drill cuts 
about seven-eighths inch, so that the 
drills will “follow” without binding. They 
are sharpened by heating at 4 forge and 

the bits into shape upon an 
anvil. An expert sharpener will with his 
hammer make an edge as true and al- 
most as sharp as a knife blade, only 
of course the bits thicken quite rapidly 
from the edge in order to stand the heavy 
blows to wnich they are subjected. Each 
miner has his own way of tempering, the 
most common being o heat the bit to 
a dull red heat and then plunging it 
suddenly into water. A well-tempered drill 
will drill from one to t o iet of cr- 
dinary rock before resharpen- 
ing. In drilling the rm selects’ the 
point at which he desires ‘» begin the 
hole, then he grasps the starter“ in his 
left hand and with the right hand he 
taps the drill head with the striking 
hammer, which usually is about chree 
pounds in weight, large in the middle 
and tapering at each end to a face about 
as large as a silver dollar. After each 
blow he turns the drill about one-quarter 
of a rotation, thus chiseling off small 
seotions of rock and soon making a round 
hole which gradually deepens as the blows 
multiply. Umil the hole becomes about 
one and one-half inches deep, the drin- 
dust flies out of the hole, but as the 
depth increases it is necessary after each 
hundred or more blows to remove the 
drill from the hole and spoon owt” the 
dust with an iron spoon, which much re- 
sembles a short cheese tester with a 
long hardle. As soon as the hole is 
deep enough, water is poured in, a drill- 
rag made of several folds of gunnysack 
with a drill-hole through it is placed on 
the drill to keep the mud from splashing 
from the hole, and then the drilling pro- 
ceeds with greater speed, the water mix- 
ing with the drill-dust and forming a 
mud which does not pack beneath the 
drill to deaden the blow, as does the 
dry dust. 

To drill a perfectly straight hole, the 
drill must be held exactly in the center of 
the hole, and to do this requires more 
practice than one would imagine, since the 
hole is covered with the drill rag, and its 
direction must be learned by the feel“ of 
the drill. A green hand is almost sure to 
get the hole so crooked that the drill will 
become

In 1859-60 hundreds of placer miners 


were rushing into what is now Kern 
county. This was the great southern 
rush. Following the placer miners came 
a set of bonanza quartz miners. These 
men built mills right and left, some on 
three and four-inch stringers of quarts and 
all on undeveloped veins. _ 

As a natural resuit, with the exception 
of two mines, the St. John, feet deep, 
and the Piute Mountain mine, 300 feet 
deep, that happened to be very rich 
the grass roots down, the tide began to 
turn to some new strike. 

Following these $10-per-day men came 
a set of $10-per-month men. One by one 
the mills were destroyed and the mines 
gutted out, as far as the ore could be 
got at without using timbers or powder. 

Sageland, once a prosperous town of sev- 
eral hundred inhabitants, today has not 
one board standing,—nothing to show that 
there had ever been a town there except 
a few cellars and the ruins of her three 
mills. Such was the history of the old 
Sageland mining district from 1866 to 
1894 


In 1894 the discovery of placer gold 
was made at Red Rock on the Mojave 
Desert, fifteen miles east of the old town 
of Sageland. With the rush to the placer 
mines came the quartz prospectors, who, 
finding no quartz mines in the placer 
field, turned their attention to the old 
Sageland district. One by one the old 
abandoned mines were opened up, and in 
nearly every instance the ledge had tem- 
porarily 1 or had run down in value 

from 8 to ore. : 
"des —— owners in 1860-66 had to 
haul supplies overland from San Pedro, 
170 miles, and this, together with the lack 
of experience in quartz mining and poor 
machinery, made their enterprise un- 
profitable. 

But today, with thirty-five years’ ex- 
perience, and improved machinery, with 
cheap supplies, and with labor at the 
present rates per day, mining should pay 
well. As depth is attdined and the 
ground thoroughly explored, in all proba- 
bility ore as rich as any of the surface 
will be found. Recently the prospectors 
have opened up over thirty promising 
claims, most of them new discoveries. 
The prospectors seldom have money 
enough to develop their finds, and there- 
fore have to depend on outside capital 
for means to work their claims, and, as 
a general rule, they sell out for what 
they can get or abandon their claims un- 
developed, saddle their burros and wan- 
der on, ever looking for a poor man’s 
mne: that is, a mine rich enough to 
make expenses with a hand mortar or 
horse arrastra. These veins are fissures 
in granite and kindred rocks: run 
from two inches to several feet in width, 
with wood and water reasonably near for 
milling purposes—all free-milling ore. 

We, prospectors, have done our 
part, and with this letter hang out our 
shingle: “Capital wanted.“

certainly does not advocate violence 
m ahy form. He does not preach 
sedition. He utters no sentiment of 
disloyalty to the Constitution or to the 
American government. Therefore he 
has the full right that any and every 
eitiun enjoys to express his views 
freely, without interference from any- 
body. Even the officers of the law 
have no right to prevent his speak- 
ing, so long as he violates no law and 
incites no sedition, crime or disorder. 
Were they to do so they would be 
guilty of violating the Constitution and 
the laws. It is their plain and im- 
perative duty to protect him in his 
right of free speech, to the utmost ex- 
tent. It is the duty of the State of 
Georgia to co-operate with the local 
authorities in this protection. It is the 

of the national government, if 
n , to use the full military 
power of the nation for the same pur- 
pose. It is the principle at stake. 
The man Slattery is as nothing—the 
principle is everything. 

There can be no compromise on 
this question. The principles of con- 
stitutional and statutory law must be 
maintained at all hazards and at what- 
ever cost. This is a government of 
law, and if it is to remain so the law 
must be maintained. Into this ques 
tion no issue of creed or nationality 
enters It is purely and solely a 
question of constitutional government 
and the freedom of speech which is 
one of the corner-stones of that gov- 
ernment. 

The South, however it may be 
amenable to criticism for some rea- 
sons, is intensely American, and is 
therefore intensely loyal to the funda- 
mental principles of freedom. The au- 
thorities at Savannah have shown a 
patriotic and noble spirit. Slattery 
is a stranger to them, while the riot- 
ers are of their own people. Notwith- 
standing this they have assured the 
ex-priest and his wife of the fullest 
protection, and have made their as 
surance good. For this they deserve 
unstinted credit. 

It may as well be “understood, first 
as last, that mob law, in whatever 
cause it may raise its ugly visage, is 
going to be stamped out in this free 
land. Those who engage in riots, upon 
whatever pretext, misinterpret or dis- 
regard the meaning of liberty, and are 
unworthy to share its privileges. Every 
man charged with official responsi- 
bilities must be taught to do his duty 
unflinchingly upon every occasion 
when confronted by lawlessness in 
any form. To hesitate is cowardly. 
To temporize is disloyalty. To refuse 
is treason. 

Much of the recent increase of law- 
lessness is due to the hesitancy, the 
laxness and the inefficiency of of- 
ficials charged with the execution of 
the laws and bound by solemn oaths 
to uphold them to the uttermost. We 
have seen this here in California. All 
this must cease. Every citizen, 
whether of high or low degree, must 
learn that the redress of grievances, 
real or fancied, the righting of wrongs, 
the enforcement of justice, can come 
only through the operation of law, 
which is the embodied, consecrated, 
and recorded will of the people: 


California pays an annual profit to 
insurance companies of $49,000 000, 
nearly all of which goes out of the 
State to fill the coffers of Eastern and 
European companies. California has 
capital enough to do its own insurance 
and keep this vast sum of money at 
home. Charges have been made that 


considerable sur sume ot money have been 
spent by these outside companies to 
secure the passage of laws to perpetu- 
ate their monopoly. If those who make 


these charges would put them into 4 


form specific enough to warrant an 
investigation, there should certainly be 
an investigation euch as would go to 
the bottom of the matter.

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Crops and Markets. 


The weather has been remarkably warm 
during the week, in fact quite summer 
weather and perfect from a hygienic stand- 
point. The farmers, however, are begin- 
nipg to scan the heavens with some little 
interest and to speculate as to whether 
there is likely to be any more rain dur- 
ing the next week or two, and if so, how 
much. The rainfall has been very fair 
up to date, amounting to 11.66 inches for 
the season as compared with 6.03 for the 
same time last year, and 6.73 for the whole 
season, so that we have already had al- 
most twice as much rain: as fell during 
the season of 1893-94. As shown by a ta- 
ble which was published in the business 
column of The Times on Thursday, the 
rainfall up to March has been on an aver- 
age almost three inches for the past six- 
teen years, there having been only six of 
these years in wh:ch less than an ‘nch of 
rain fell during that month. The heaviest 
rainfall that this section has ever had in 
one month was in the month of March, 
18 when 12:26 iaches feli. The outlcok 
therefore is very favorable for at least a 
couple of inches this month and probably 
some during the month of April. The 
March rains are of great importance in 
brining on crops to maturity. They are 
also necessary to those who are sowing 
late on dried land. 
The chief item of interest in 
erange market has deen the deci- 
sion of the exchanges to raise dhe 
rrice of the two highest grades of 
navel oranges 15 cents der box. Some 
of the members of the exchanges have been 
pushing hard for an advance of 25 cents 
a box, but the exchanges undoubtedly ex- 
ercised good judgment in refusing to ac- 
cede to these demands. It is better to keep 
ihe demand a little ahead of the sup- 
ply rather than to check the demand 
by advancing prices too rapidly. Later 
on, should the demand continue, t will 
be easy to make a ‘fur.her advance of 10 
cents or even more. 

This will certainly be regarded as a 
red letter year in the history of the South- 
ern California orange industry, not only 
because the crop was good and prices 
high, but because the destruction of the 
Florida crop will result in introducing 
California oranges to many sections where 
they were hitherto unknown or very lit- 
tle known. The result of this will un- 
doubtedly be that the demand for Califor- 
nia oranges will be much increased next

The Question of Freight on Fruit 

The low prices which have been pre- 
Vailing for most varieties of fruit during 
the past year or two have forced upon the 
horticulturists the necessity of attempting 
to obtain some modification in the present 
freight charges which the grower: claim 
are much higher than they ought to be. 
The fruit men have been working in the 
Legislature, and at the request of the As- 
sembly the Railroad Commission recently 
invited the Southern Pacific officials to ap- 
pear before the board and furnish it with 
information in regard to freight rates on 
green fruit to the East and the different | 
devices for the preservation of fruit while 
in transit. | 


Vice-President Stubbs, Freight, Agent 
Smurr and Land Agent Mills were among 
those who were in ‘attendance. Mr. Mills, 
who disclaimed being present as a repre- 
sentative of the Southern Pacific, presented 
to the commission a letter written to him 
by Vice-President Stubbs on the subject 
under consideration, which set forth the 
position of the railroad company. Mr. 
Mils and Mr. Stubbs disagreed as to the 
merits of Perkins’s sterilized air device, 
but were in accord in recommending that 
the Legislature should make an appro- 
priation to determine the best meihod of 
preserving fruit in transit. 2 

In his letter Mr. Stubbs expressed the 
belief that a five-days’ schedule to Chi- 
cago for ventilator cars could be accom- 
plished. Eight days for refrigerators were 
all that was necessary, and this was the 
best that could be done with such heavy 
cars, which must stop en route ‘or icing. 

The discrimination in the matter of time 
in favor of ventilators is founded upon 
these considerations: First, the ratio of 
dead weight to paying freight carried by 
the company when ventilator cars are used 
is, upon the average, 28.000 pounds aver- 
age weight of car to 20,000 pounds mini- 
mum weight of load. For refrigerator cars 
the average is 46,546 pounds, average 
weight of car.and ice, to 24,000 pounds 
minimum weight of load. The average of 
dead weight of ventilator cars is from 
23,500 pounds to 38,400 pounds. The range 
of weights of refrigerator cars, with their 
load of ice, is from 40,000 pounds to 50,000 
pounds. With the refrigeration the rail- 
aay companies have nothing whatever to 


‘The refrigerator cars are owned by pri- 


Pacific Company under contract with own- 
ers. They are run empty westbound. On 
this account and on account of their ex- 
cessive weight the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany pays no rental for their use, and 
charges the refrigerator-car companies 25 
per cent. in addition to its share of the 
through rate in consideretion of hauling 
the excess weight. This amounts to 13 
cents per 100 pounds for Chicago destina- 
tion: The railroad companies favor the 
ventilator cars. The reason for this is 
manifest. 2 

Mr. Stubbs is quoted by the Examiner 
as follows in regard to the charges male 
by his company:

Under questioning by President Larue, 
Mr. Stubbs of the Southern Pacific said 
discrimination had been made in favor of 
oranges and against deciduous fruits, as 
the former must be eaten fresh, and come 
in competition with the Florida product, 
while the latter could be dried and placed 
on the markets as circumstances dictated. 
The outlook for orange-growers he con- 
sidered serious. Everywhere on the main 
lines, he said, the freight rates to Chicago 
were the same, but on branch roads addi- 
tional charges were made. All routes to 
Chicago are competitive and the charges 
from California intermediate points ust 
be alike. With roads running East via 
Portland, Ogden and Mojave, Sacramento, 
Stockton and Fresno became by terms in- 
termediate points, and the same charges to 
$1.25 a hundred were made from all. 

The fruit-growers will not let the matter 
rest until they have pressed it to a con- 
clusion. If the transportation companies 
appreciate their own interests they will 
make the rates of freight on fruits shipped 
East as low as possible, for the fruit in- 
dustry of the State is developing so rap- 
idly that before many years it will be 
quite feasible to pay the expenses of oper- 
ating an important line of railroad merely 
from the freight which is received for the 
transportation of fruits, vegetables and 
other products. 


California Fruit Men Organize. 
An important organization of fruit men 
was effected a few days ago in San Fran- 
cisco. At the annual convention of fruit- 
growers held in Sacramento last Novem- 
ber under the auspices of the State Horti- 
cultural Society, a committee was ap- 
pointed to take in hand the organization 
of the fruit-growers. This organization 
was effected last week at the rooms of 
the State Board of 


The principal objects of the organiza- 


tion are: The establishment of a bureau 


of information to regulate distribution; to 
establish one auction-room in each city: 
to make such auction-rooms open and free 
to all buyers; to do all such other things 
as may be conducive to the best interests 
of the fresh-fruit industry of California. 
The committee met and organized im- 
mediately after the convention, and as a 
result of a thorough and careful canvass 
of the situation decided that the proposed 
bureau of information. as well as the 
idea of having a public salesroom in 
each city, and making such salesrooms 
free and open to all buyers, is not only 
of the highest importance to the welfare 
of the fresh-fruit interests of the State, 
but is entirely practicable.

Both are 
well barred in the feather but have well- 
marked resemblances to the parent hens, 
but the chicken with the feathered leg is 
one of the smallest in her flock, and the 
one from the part Leghorn is one of her 
largest pullets. And she is perfectly sure 
of the parent hens, while the same male 
was the father of both. 5 

This is a marked instance, but we have 
known cases nearly as plainly indicating 
that the size is possibly influenced by the 
female when she is not pure blooded in 
the first cross, but a furthef breeding to 
a male of the same breed will remeve 
the size marking more quickly than a 
feather marking. 


Until there is a well-established market 
in this country for horsefiesh as an article 
of food, there are many farmers who will 
find the ox the cheaper working animal 
upon the farm.

“In view of this fact, and that three 
supervieoral districts out of five in the 
county cast a majority vote for a county 
prohibitory ordimance, we cgndemn the 
action of the Board of County Supervisors 
an refusing to pass such ordifiance and 
passing in ite place a low-license ordi- 
nance.’’
